When Street Car, 
Aflame, Blows Up 


Halsted Street Trolley 
Explodes from 
Crossed Wires. 


FOUR GO TO HOSPITAL 


About thirty people were injured, four 
of them probably fatally, when an ex- 
plosion wrecked the front of a Halsted 
street car early this morning as it was 
passing the Stockyards police station at 
Forty-seventh place. 

The explosion, evidently caused by a 
short circuit, originated in the motors 
of the front wheels. It smashed win- 
dows in the front of the car, bent the 
wire guards on several of the windows, 
and set the woodwork afire, the flames 
spreading rapidly. The forty passen- 


| gers immediately made a mad dash for 


the two platforms. Some were caught 
and hurt in the crush; others leaped from 
the platform while the car was in mo- 
tion and were flung violently xo the 
pavement.

off the wire by policemen who ran after 
the car

helped the police carry the injured into 
the station, which was converted into an 
impromptu hospital. Physicians were 
summoned from various parts of the 
neighborhood. 

Take care of the 
injured Mrst,”’ ordered Battalion Chief 
Martin Lacey, and the fire was allowed 
to blaze twenty minutes before it was 
extinguished.

ROME, Aug. ¥.—The greatest blow 
which the Italian army has struck since 
the beginning of the war on the Aus- 
trians was completed today, when the 
troops occupied the fortified city of Gor- 
itz, for which they have been struggling 
for months. N 

Ten thousand of the enemy were taken 
prisoners and according to reports which 
are being received from the front, many 
more are giving up hourly. 

The capture of the city has compelled 
the retirement of the Austrians at other 
points along the Isonzo. The Italians 
have crossed the river at these points and 
are pursuing their opponents vigorously 
while the main force is being harried by 
the troops which occupied the city. 


OPENS ROAD TO TRIEST. 

The taking of Goritz, one of the strong- 
est fortresses in Europe, was not in itself 
as important as the effect which it will 
have on the future of the war. It is ex- 
pected that it will compe! the Austrians 
to abandon allof their principal positions 
on both the Isonzo and Carso fronts and 
provide a road for the Italians to strike at 
Triest, twenty-two miles to the south- 
east. 

Military authorities in Rome tonight 
expressed confidence that the success of 
the Italian army is just beginning. With 
the capture of the keystone at Goritz, 
they expect the resistance of the Aus- 
trians to weaken, and predict that Gen. 
Cadorna will be able to advance rapidly 
once the main body of his army is across 
the river. 


OFFICIAL REPORT BY ROME. 
The official report telling of the cap- 
ture of Goritz follows: 

This morning our troops entered 
the town of Goritz. 

Yesterday morning in the Gorits 
area, after intense artillery prepara- 
tion, our infantry completed occupa- 
tion of the heights west of the town, 
driving out the last remaining hos- 
tile detachments. Trenches and dug- 
outs were found full of the bodies of 
Austrian soldiers. The enemy, com- 
pletely routed, had left large quan- 


terial. 

At nightfall detachments of the 
Casale and Pavia brigades crossed the 
Isonzo and consolidated themselves 
on the left bank. A column of cav- 
alry and bersagiieri cyclists prompt- 
ly launched a pursuit of the enemy 
beyond the river. In the meantime 
our engineers were throwing new 
bridges across the river and repair- 
ing those damaged by the enemy.

JEWELS ARE CACHED? 


A telephone message trom an unidenti- 
fled man, whose motive was to visit 
vengeance upon a former convict who 
had double crossed’ him, may result 
in clearing the mystery of the Art Insti- 
tute robbery last December and the theft 
of the $30,000 Ida Noyes collection of 
jewels. 

John F. Hartzell, a paroled prisoner 
from Joliet, convicted of the theft of 
King Menes golden amulet from the 
Haskell museum at the University of 
Chicago in 1912, acquitted on a charge 
of stealing an old violin in Kenosha re- 
cently, a thief with a penchant for 
stealing rare and curious things, and 

now in the county jail for burglary, it 
is believed, knows who robbed the Art 
institute and where the stolen Jewels 
are at present. 

The Art institute robbery occurred 
Dec. 2. Hartzell was released from 
Jcliet penitentiary bec. 1. 


Mysterious Phone Call. 

Ten days ago Newton H. Carpenter, a 
director of the institute, received a mye 
terlous telephone call. 

John F. Hartzell is to be released from 
jail,” said a man's voice over the wire, 
He knows the man who robbed the in- 
} stitute of the Noyes jewels. He has them 
cached at Hammond, Ind. Shadow him 
after his release. He will go to Ham- 
mond, and, if you trafl him, you will re- 
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cover the gems.” 


Mr. Carpenter asked his informant what 
motive prompted him to telephone this 
startling information. 

* Hartzell double-crossed me once,” 
said the man, “and I want to get even 
with him.” 


Risk Men Visit Hartzell, 

Two insurance men whose companies 
paid the Art institute $11,500 as reim- 
bursement for the theft of the gems vis- 
ited Hartzell in jail yesterday. 

“We are not detectives,” said one of 
them to Hartzell. “‘ We are not connect- 
ed with the police department. We are 
adjusters. Our companies have lost 
heavily by the theft of the jewels. We 
want to recover the gems and get the 
money back paid out by our companies. 
If you know where the gems are and will 
tell us we will pay you the reward of 
$1,000 which has been standing sincé the 
robbery.“ 

“I don’t know anything about it,“ 
Hartzell said at first. : 

“You can trust us,” pursued the ad- 
juster. We will ask no questions. We 
are not in a position to promise immun- 
ity. But all we want is the gems. If we 
get them back we will not go out of our 
way to prosecute any one. As for the 
reward, you deliver the goods and we will 
pay you the $1,000 in cash.“

tion. 

Did ie man who telephoned the in- 
formation about me to the Art institute 
say that the jewels had been stolen from 
the thief?’ 

The insurance men told him no such 
information had been given. 

“Give me your cards,” said Hartzell 
at the conclusion of the interview. “You 
may hear from me later.”

BEGIN BUILDING SHIPS SOON 
AS WILSON SIGNS NAVY BILL. 


Daniels Says Plans Are Complete 
for Letting Contracts Within 
Week After Passage. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. ¥.—Secretary 
Daniels announced today plans for the 
ships to be built under the pending naval 
bill were so far advanced that contracts 
for all but the battle cruisers and the 
ammunition ship can be advertised with- 
in a week after the measure has been 
signed by the president. 

The four new battleships will carry 
main batteries of eight 16-inch guns 
each, as against the twelve 14-inch guns 
on ships of the California and Tennessee 
classes, Otherwise they will duplicate 
the Tennessee class, with a displacement 
of 32.000 tons. The new ships will be 
required to make twenty-one knots an 
hour. Both battleships and battle 
cruisers will have the steam electric 
drive. , 

Navy designers have disposed of all the 
large problems in preparing plans for 
the thirty-five knot battle cruisers which 
will have a displacement equa! to that of 
the battleships. The remaining work is 
only the/enormous amount of calculation 
of weights to assure proper floating 
qualities.

National League Says Wilson 
Refused to Permit Exami- 
nation of Records

Washington, D. C., Aug. 9.—[Special.] 
~The National Civil Service Reform 
league today made public recent corre- 
spondence between it and President 
Wilson, which, in part, substantiates 
the charges made by Charles Evans 
Hughes against the Democratic admin- 
istration’s raids on the civil service. 

Several months ago the league, of 
which Mr. Wilson was an official before 
he entered the White House, called to 
the attention of the administration 
charges, which had been made in con- 
gress and elsewhere, that the fourth 
class postmaster examinations and ap- 
pointments had been conducted without 
regard to the civil service laws. 

It asked per>mission to investigate the 
reeords of the civil service commission 
to determine whether these charges 
were true or not.

Request Rejected by Wilson. 

According to the league's statement, 
John L. Mcllhenny, president of the civil 
service commission, in a personal inter- 
view with Richard H. Dana, head of the 
league, said if access were given to the 
records it might lead to such criticism of 
the administration as would seriously em- 
barrass it. 

In appealing to President Wilson. to per- 
mit it to look over the records the league 
pointed out that such permission always 
had been granted in former administra- 
tions, with the exception of a brief period 
in 1899 under McKinley, and it also called 
the president’s attention to Mr. Mellhen- 
ny’s comment. 

President Wilson rejected the league’s 
request and Mr. Dana's version of the Mc- 
Ilhenny interview. He referred the 
league's letter to the commission with the 
suggestion that the commission disclose 
ite methods, as well as those of the post- 
office department, in selecting the fourth 
class postmasters, in its annual report for 
1016. 


Wants Facts Before Election. 
The league objected tothis suggestion of 
| the president on the ground that it wanted 
names and facts as ell as methods” 
and results“ requested by the president. 
The principal objection of the league, 
however, was that the report would not be 
prepared and published until after elec- 
tion day, and it felt that the voters of the 
country should be informed before the 
election. 

The administration's handling of the 
fourth class postmaster examinations and 
appointments has long been a subject of 
criticism. The fourth class postmasters 
were covered into the civil service by 
former Presidents Roosevelt and Taft on 
executive orders. On May 7, 1913, Presi- 
dent Wilson, just two months after he as- 
sumed office, issued an order rescinding 
the decrees of Roosevelt and Taft and 
hrowing all of the places open to exami- 
nation.

Complain of Burleson’s Actions. 
Complaints have been made to the Civil 

Service Reform league that the effect of 

this order has been to displace postmas- 

ters of long and efficient service and to 
enable Postmaster General Burieson to 
fill the offices with Democrats. 

Under the civil service commission's 
system of making recommendations for 
office lists of three names are submitted 
to the postoffice department for a choice 
of one to be made to fill the vacancy. It 
is the league's charge that the postmaster 
general, availing himself of the secret 
methods of the commission, has ascer- 
tained the politics of the three highest 
candidates and wherever possible hasap- 
pointed a Democrat, trrespective of his 
standing.

Walsh Asks if He Favors 
Intervention Now or 


Senator Thomas J. Walsh, western man- 
ager of the Democratic national cam- 
paign, wants to know from Charles E. 
Hughes whether he would haverecognigzed 
Huerta in Mexico, whether the United 
States should have intervened in Mexico, 
or whether he now proposes to intervene. 

Senator Walsh, from his temporary 
headquarters at the Blackatone hotel, said 
that his inquiry is prompted by having 
heard the Hughes speech at the Coliseum. 
He said he didn’t hear anything construc- 
tive in the speech. 

Here’s Walsh’s Comment. 

This is what he says about the Mexi- 
cah features of the Republican nominee’s 
address: f 

Mr. Hughes has up to the present con- 
tented himself with querulous criticism 
and high sounding generalities. He has 
not yet told whether he would or he 
wouldn't have recognized Huerta. He 
has not told for all of his complaining 
about what has been done in Mexico 
whether he would ‘have intervened or 
whether he now proposes to intervene. 

In the month of August, 1913, Senator 
Penrose offered a resolution in the senate 
to appropriate $25,000,000 to-defend the 
lives and property of American citizens in 
Mexico.

OUR SHORTAGE OF ARTILLERY. 

A well informed writer in the Scientific American 
points out the lack of our artillery arm. Even the 
layman realizes the increased importance ‘of this 
branch during the European war, yet we are far 
below even the standard we had accepted before its 
striking lessons. It had been assumed that the 
proper proportion of artillery to infantry was about 
three guns to a thousand men. Our regular army 
has but 192 guns, enough for 64,000 men, whereas 
the present strength is 97,703. Counting regular 
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only for 800,000 men. Germany when the war 
broke, says this writer, put 8,400 guns on the west- 
ern front alone. Under the new law our regular 
army will have but 484. 

The guard lacks aeroplanes, armored motors, and 


machine guns even in proportion acceptable before | 


the war, and we koow that must be greatly in- 
creased. There are only 700,000 Springfield rifles, 
and war conditions require not less than three rifles 
per man owing to wastage. : 

The recent army appropriation bill will make up 
some of these deficiencies in some measure, but it 
takes time to manufacture ordnance, and we ought 
to face the cold facts of our deplorablé shortages and 
realize what our condition would have been had any 
first rank power taken advantage of it. 


IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 

The acceptance by both the trainmen's and the 
railroads’ representatives of the good offices of the 
federal board of mediation and conciliation is a 
hopeful portent of peace. It does not do away 


with the danger of a strike nor insure arbitratiou, | 


but it makes that happy outcome more probable. 
With mediation, it may be hoped, some of the ob- 
stacles to an understanding will be ironed out and 
the path to a satisfactory arbitration cleared up. 

The present drift toward peace is unquestionably 
the result of the pronounced evidence of public 
opposition to a strike. It indicates we trust a wise 
recognition of the fact that a resort to a walkout 
in the present circumstances would not only not 
be supported by opinion, but would be strongly re- 
sented, while drastic measures to counteract its ef- 
fects would have the general support of the public. 
The strike could not win under such conditions 
and its results would be useless Injury to all oom 
cerned.

The 
southern representatives have not yet come to an 
understanding of community welfare. The two 
northern men committed an offense in defiance of 
public opinion for special interest. The southern- 
ers merely represented backward community intel- 
ligence. 

Eleven southern senators voted for the bill. 
They represent the growing industrial intelligence 
of the south. It will not be long before the south 
is intelligent industrially and it will deserve credit 
for a valiant fight against obstacles. 

It is Tun Trisunn’s belief that the south is 
re-creating itself rapidly. It is a section confronted 
with enormous questions. The Negro is a tremen- 
dous problem from which the north is fortunately 
removed. If the north had the Negroes the south 
would have the principles. The south has the 
Negroes and the north has the principles. 

We are not dealing moralistically, but prag- 
matically, with the question. The south has had 
and has the Negroes, and the south has not been 
and is not completely industrialized. Therefore 
the south is struggling against a species of feudal- 
ism and against the current of modernism. 

It was natural and to be expected that part of 
the south, as represented in the United States sen- 
ate, should vote at the last moment against the 
child labor bill. The portion of the south which 
these men represent has no conception of what in- 
dustrialism is or of what it demands for the pro- 
tection of the average wage earner and the average 
human being. 

The south remains in ‘considerable extent a fron- 
tler where individualism may bloom as a weed if 
it cares to. The south inevitably will work itself 
out of its problems. Labor has been a disregarded 
thing in the south, because the south had slavery 
as the basis of labor conditions. It cannot outgrow 
that condition in one generation. It will outgrow 
it, but a section of the country which does not yet 
respect manual labor as a proper and dignified 
estate for man cannot for the time being be in- 
trusted with the government of an industrialized 
nation. | | 

That is as plain as a pikestaff to an unpreju- 
diced person. We are willing to give the south 
all the time it needs to get away from the feudal- 
istic notions which still prevail in it, but we can- 
not be willing rationally or sensibly to give it con- 
trol of the nation while it is reaching an under 
standing of national needs.

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LESSONS IN EUGENICS. 

N 18156 William and Mary Dack and 

their young son, Samuel, came from 

Ireland and settled in western Penn- 

sylvania. William was a peculiar, 

silly old fellow who drank a good 
deal, stole sheep and other valuables. 
Mary, his wife, and also his cousin, was 
[gnorant, quarrelsome, and would become 
angry at her husband and leave him for 
days at a time. 

This pair proved a bad investment for 
the United States and particularly for 
Pennsylvania. Mrs. Annie Finlayson, in- 
vestigating for the Warren State hospital, 
got track of 754 names of descendants or 
persons who married descendants. Tak- 
ing out all persone dying at less than 
20 years of age, all persons marrying into 
the family, and all who moved away and 
were entirely -lost track of, Mra. Finlay- 
son had left 153 descendants of William 
and Mary concerning whom she was able 
to secure fairly complete data. 

Of the lot no one was a distinctly good 
citizen or a force for good in the com- 
munity. Forty, although mostly of a 
low order of intelligence, are capable of 
controlling thelr emotions and have not 
been a burden on society. 
| In the second group are seventy-two 
individuals, The members of this group 
show various evidences of degeneracy. 
such as shiftlessness, illiteracy, lack of 
average judgment, sexual irregularity, 
heavy drinking, quick and violent tem- 
pers and inability to control their emo- 
tions. 

In the third group are forty-one in- 
dividuals. Some of these have been in 
insane asylums, some in penitentiaries, 
some in jails, and some in poorhouses. 
Most of the insane have had come form 
of emotional insanity. They are quar- 
relsome, quick tempered, violent, and 
given to sulking. The disposition to leave 
their marital mates is very marked. 

— 

Twenty-five were insane, twenty are 
described as lazy and shiftieass, thirty- 
nine are below the average of intelligence 
and thirty-four are described as ugly and 
quarrelsome. Thirty were alcoholics, 
twenty-seven were notoriously sexually 
irregular, eighteen had a habit of leav- 
ing their husbands or wives as the case 
was. 

Of the nine children of William and 
Mary, Jane and Curtis founded the two 
worst family trees. Jane married her 
cousin, a bad man. Curtis married a de- 
fective woman from defective stock. The 
tracéable cost to the state for caring for 
worthless descendants of this pair is $28 - 
354. The actual cost to society has been 
infinitely greater than that. There is 
no way of knowing the cost to the state 
or the value to the state of the members 
of the family who have moved far away, 
but the state of Pennsylvania laid up 
trouble for itself when it allowed WilMam 
| and Mary to move in and unrestrainedly 
to spawn out a worthless brood.

‘IR ARTHUR MARKHAM, who de- 
fied fate by establishing his resi- 
dence at Newstead abbey, is the 
latest victim of the misfortune 
which for so many generations has 

rested upon this ancestral home of the 
Feat poet, Lord Byron. 

He was a well man when in spite of the 
wernings of his friends he leased the 
p. ace from Roderice Weob who sorely 
aga:cst his wishes had inaer.ted it from 
his unmarried sister and who decline to 
live there. Before he had been two years 
in possession Sir Arthur was overtaken 
by eu incurable malady and last winter 
was warned that he had but six months 
to live, in spite of which he continued to 
the very last at his place in the house of 
commons, and, still heckling Prime Min- 
ister Asquith on Thursday, was dead on 
Saturday. 

Sir Arthur, enormously rich, and in such 
perfect union with the thousands of min- 
ers and iron workers in his employ that 
they were all of them his political sup- 
porters, sat for the Mansfield division of 
Nottinghamshire in the house of com- 
mons, and was aman of very adventurous 
disposition, as indicated by his leasing 
Newstead abbey. 

Indeed, at one time, from pure love of 
excitement, he acted as the ccrrerpond- 
ent of the London Times in Macedonia 
when the worst disturbances were raging 
there. Afterwards he was in Armenia at 
the time of the massacres some years ago, 
and having been taken oaptive by the 
Kurds, it was only with the utmost dim. 
culty that the English government was 
able to secure the preservation of his life 
and his restoration to liberty. 


_— 

In 1911 he extorted a baronetcy from 
the administration in recognition of hig 
political services, and from that time 
forth manifested an extraordinary inde- 
pendence of his party and its leaders, and 
even became their most cruel and relent- 
less critic. There are many who claim 
that he did this in order that the minis- 
ers might get tired of his persistent at- 
tacks and that they would advance him to 
a peerage, raising him to the House of 
lords, in order to get ril of his disconcert- 
ing criticisms and awkwa-d and disturb- 
ing questions in the house of commons, 
When one has obtained all that it is pos- 
sible to get by means of oll and sugar the 
only Way to secure anything more is 
through the use of vinegar and red pep- 
per. 

Sir Arthur will be especially remem- 
bered for his unceasing attacks upon the 
late Lord Kitchener and upon the meth- 
ods of the war department, though no 
branch of the government escaped his 
bitter tongue. He entertained the most 
complete disregard for tradition, eti- 
quette, and conventionality, and where 
any other legislator would charge the 

binet or one of its members with mere 
nexactitude or equivocation, he made no 
bones whatsoever about telling them that 
they were lying. : 

A grandson through hie mother of Sir 
Joseph Paxton, the ex-gardener of the 
Duke of Devonshire who was knighted by 
Queen Victoria for his creation of the 
Crystal palace, he leaves a boy of the age 
of 17 to succeed to his baronetcy, besides 
another son, aged 12, and a daughter. It 
is probable that the widowed mother and 
fellow guardians of young Sir Charles 
Markham will hasten to get rid of New- 
stead abbey, lest he, too, should be over- 
taken by the blight which seems to rest

According to. local tradition, Newstead 
abbey, which was built and endowed by 
Henry II. in expiation of his instigation 
of the murder of St. Thomas A Becket in 
the cathedral of Canterbury, is doubly 
burdened with a curse, for not only has it 
shared the ban that seems to have rested 
upon all the property of the church that 
was confiscated by Henry VIII.—who be- 
stowed it upon his favorite “ little Sir 
John Byron with the great beard but 
additional misfortune was brought upon 
it by an act of desecration perpetrated by 
the fifth and wicked " Lord Byron. This 
peer happened in the course of some build- 
ing operations to come upon the rema'‘ns 
of one of the old time abbots of Newstead. 
He permitted the bones to be reinterred, 
except the skull, which he had mounted 
in silver and converted into a drinking 
cup, used for carousing. Indeed, it was 
the principal feature of the meetings of 
the Order of thé Skull which he organ- 
ized, composed of men of the same char- 
acter as himself. 

It was during one of these orgies that 
wicked Lord Byron killed his neigh- 
bor, Squire Chaworth of Annesley hall, 
a crime for which he was tried for his 
life by the house of lords, escaping, how- 
ever, with a fine. 

This Lord Byron’s two sons and his 
grandson all predeceased him, each meet- 
ing with a violent death, and he was suc- 
ceeded by his grandneohew, the poet 
Lord Byron. The latter endeavored to re- 
pair the wrong done to his neighbors the 
Chaworths, by offering to marry the mur. 
cered squire’s lovely daughter Mary, who, 
however, refused his addresses,

During the unhappy life of the poet the 
drinking cup disappeared, not before, 
however, Lord Byron had caused to be 
engrayed on the silver mount one of hig 


poems in Ax verses, beginning: 


Start not! nor deem my spirit fled,

From which, unlike the living head, 
Whatever flows is never dull, 

Lord Byron when overtaken by financia) 
reverses was obliged to sell Newstead 
abbey, the purchaser being Col. Wildman, 
an old schoolfellow of his Harrow days. 
But Col. Wildman, after spending a large 
sum on the place, was in his turn over. 
whelmed by pecuniary and other misfor- 
tunes which obliged him to dispose of it 
to the late Col. William Frederick Webb 
of the Seventeenth lancers. 

Col. Webb while passing by a London 
bric-A-brac shop in Bedford street, Covent 
Garden, caught sight of a skull in the 
window mounted in silver. On examining 
it he discovered it to be the famous drink. 
ing cup of the “ wicked” Lord Byron, 
and, having bought it, he caused it to be 
reverently reinterred within the precincts 
of Newstead abbey, hoping thereby to 
protect his family from the blight which 
he felt was connected with this most 
beautiful and picturesque country seat. 
So haunted was he by the idea of migfor- 
tune that in his will he declined to de- 
queath the place to his only son and hoir, 
Roderick Webb, but left it instead to his 
younger daughter, married to the ex. 
tremely level headed Gen. Sir Herbert 
Chermside, who scoffed at the idea of any 
place being burdened With a curse. No 
sooner, however, had Lady Chermside 
become the owner of Newstead than she

Wiggins, Miss., Aug. 7.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.]—You keep on asking the labor 
organizations to submit the strike ques- 
tions to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, You can get a thousand answers if 
your own subscribers are asked in a real 
heart to heart talk to write their own ex- 
periences with the commission. Every 
county has a dozen or more who have 
placed claims in its hands, and after 
worrying from one to four or five years 
with the red tape and unworkable rules, 
do not get enough to pay the lawyers. 

The railroads can give but one reason 
for being willing to leave it all to the 
commission; that is, the matter will drag 
along and wear the other side out. 

Ask your readers if there are not many 
claims in every county that are not filed 
just because the experience of neighbors 
tell the losers that it is cheaper to throw 
the $100 claim away than to employ a law- 
yer and fret over it fora year or so, 

The people agree with you in the state- 
ment that the wages now paid are plenty 
high—that is, if another federal commis- 
ion is not considered. That is the food 
fraud. You people pay $1.50 for sweet 
potatoes that we in this county sell for 
85 cents. All the money is spent on telling 
the farmers how to raise more and not a 
dollar on the market end of the proposi- 
tion. 

A thousand dollar salary does not go far 
when the laboring man pays three to four 


gets for the stuff, 

Put the question to your readers and 
you will find that the sores are all over 
the nation. 

If submitted to a vote the people would 
declare for government by law instead of 
government by commission and the spy 
system now in operation. 

When governed by law we filed our 
claims with the justice of the peace at 
home and the claims were paid. Under 
the government by commission we cannot 
sue at home. There are seven experiences 
in this neighborhood that lllustrate my 
point. 

In January, 1913, I asked the B. & M. 
agent at York, Neb., for the rate on a car- 
load of household goods and some corn to 
Wiggins, Miss. He could not figure it out, 
so wrote for the rate. It took two weeks 
to get the answer. The rate was $175. 
On account of the 200 biéshels of corn 
which the agent told me I could put in, I 
had to pay $117 extra. I sent the claim to 
the commission in March, 1913. In Au- 
gust of that year the commission wrote 
me that corn could not go with household 
goods, and that I was presumed to know 
that. Mind you, the agent, Mr. More- 
house, who is an honest man and a good 
friend of mine, did not know that. The 
commission did find that I was over- 
charged $5.44 and ordered the payment 
thereof in August, 1913. It has not been 
paid, although I filed the order at once. 
I cannot sue for it in any court. That

JOHN M. THURSTON, FORMER 
NEBRASKA SENATOR, DEAD. 


Prominent Republican, Whose Ca- 
reer Was Wrecked by Poem to a 
Woman, Succumbs. 


Omaha, Neb., Aug. b. John M. Thurs; 
ton, former senator from Nebraska and 
nationally prominent Republican, died 
here early this morning. 

He had been critically ill for four weeks 
following a heat prostration, and his 
Geath had been momentarily expected 
for several days. Thrombo-phylebitis 
was the immediate cause of death, ac- 
-cording to a statement by the attending 
physician, Dr. F. J Schlier. 

His wife and two daughters were at the 
bedside when Senator Thurston died. 

Thurston was born at Montpelier, Vt., 


Aug. 21, 1847. 


His death recalled the second great 
tragedy of his life, which ended his 
political career and caused one of the 
most remarkable collapses of personal 
popularity in the nation’s history. That 
tragedy was encompassed in the ap- 
pearance of a poem about a year after 
his wife’s death, which he composed to 
another woman—Miss Lola Purman of 
Washington, whom subsequently he 
married, and who survives him. 

Prior to the incident of the poem, 
which was a sentimental piece, ad- 
dressed to “The White Rose,“ Sena- 
tor Thurston had stood unbeatable in 
Nebraska politics. He had been twice 
chairman of the national Republican 
convention, the last time in 1896. Yet in 
1900 he wae barely able to retaina seat in 
the convention. 

Few more thrilling moments have 
passed in the United States senate than 
that in which Senator Thurston, after a 
tour of Cuban reconcentrado camps, on 
which his wife had accompanied him 
and during which she had died, pre- 
faced his address on the horrors he had 
seen by the solemn words: I speak 
at the behest of lips now silent.” The 
whole senate reacted to it, and the na- 
tion reactied to it. - 

Here is the poem which proved Thur- 
ston’s nemesis: 

THD WHITE ROSE. 


I said to the Rose, O, Rose, sweet Rose, 
Will you lie on my breast tonight? 
Will you nestle there with your perfume 
rare 
And your petals pure and white?”

That the present taxation law, which 
provides that all property should be taxed 


alike, is so antiquated and so utterly im- 


possible to enforce that an official! cannot 
conduct his office without technically vio- 
lating the law, was the statement yester- 


day of Thomas J. Webb, chairman of the 


board of review. 


| “This law was passed in 1818.“ said 


Mr. Webb, “ when Illinois was practically 
a wilderness, and such things as corpora- 
tions were unknown. 


Taxed’ Thrice on Property. 

„It two men, who have formed & co- 
partnership, wish to get away from per- 
sonal liability and adopt modern ways 
of doing business, they form a cor- 
»poration. Then they issue capital 
stock, and this capital stock does not 
exceed the property. Subsequently the 
corporation issues bonds. Now, under 
our antiquated law, this firm is sub- 
ject to three taxations, first on the 
property, second on the bonds, and 
third on the capital stock. 

“If a man has property worth $4,000 
and a mortgage on it of 2.000, and is 
saving $1,000 in the bank with which 
to pay off the mortgage, he is taxed 
on $7,000, when his property fe only 
worth $4,000. This emphasizes the great 
injustice of the present system and 
present law. 

“Certain things should be exempt 
from taxation,” said Mr. Webb, “for 
instance, at least $400 worth of house- 
hold goods, the carpenter's tools, the 
musician’s fiddle, and renter farmer's 
implements to the amount of $800. 

“The basic law which shall be adopt- 
ed in case the proposed amendment to 
the constitution of the state goes 
through provides that the nrode of taxa- 
tion shall be by valuation, so that every 
person shall pay a tax in proportion 
to the value of the property he or she 
has in his or her possession.”

Declaration of Osteopathic 


Rights and Principles. 


We, the members of the Illinois Osteopathic Association, 
which is an incorporated body under the laws of the State of 
Illinois, and has for its membership a large majority of the 
Osteopathic Physicians of the State of Illinois, in convention 
assembled this 15th day of June, 1916, in the city of Blooming- 
ton, for the purpose of establishing the scope of the principles 
and practice of the science of Osteopathy in a legal and com- 
prehensive manner, do hereby adopt and establish the follow- 
ing statement, and we direct the Trustees of this Corporation 
to file the same with the Secretary of State, the Attorney 
General, the Governor, the members of the State Board of 
Health, the members of the Legislature, and the judges of the 
Circuit and Supreme Courts, to the end that this statement 
may serve as an authoritative definition of the School and 
Method of Practice known as Osteopathy. We further direct 
that this statement shall be copyrighted according to the laws 
of the Federal Government. We direct still further that this 
statement shall be published at the expense of the Association 
in not less than three of the leading newspapers of the State, 
to the end that the people of the State of Illinois may be 
informed of the adoption of this Declaration of Principles. 


Osteopathy is the name of a new school of medicine, 
discovered by Dr. Andrew Taylor Still, which is based on 
certain fixed and definite principles, the development and appli- 
cation of which has been the study of the practitioners of 
Osteopathy. 3 


The fundamental principles of Osteopathy are based on a 
new conception of the physical body of man. This conception 
is the result of the practical study of the anatomy and physi- 
ology of the body itself, and postulates that since the body is 
essentially mechanical in its anatomical aspects and vital in 
its physiological processes, it should be regarded as a vital- 


mechanical organism in the etiologic diagnosis and treatment 
of its disorders. 


Osteopathy is a school of the healing art which teaches: 


First—That the human body is a self-reparative and self- 
recuperative vital organism. 


Secondly—That by virtue of these attributes the organ- 
ism contains, actiyely and potentially, the essential means or 
measures for growth, development, repair and cure. 


Thirdly—That normal circulation, nervous equilibrium 
and chemical co-ordination are the essentials of health. 


Fourthly—That ill health is most frequently initiated by 
some active or predisposing mal-adjustment of structure, such 
as bone, muscle, ligaments, or other soft tissue of the organ- 
ism, by trauma, environment, infection, improper diet, or 
other abnormal factors, so that vascular tissue, nervous 
structure or chemical force is impaired. Osteopathy recog- 
nizes the facts and importance of surgery and toxicology. 


Osteopathic physicians give prime attention and consid- 
eration to the diagnosis and mechanical adjustments by 
manipulation of vertebral abnormalities (mal-adjustments) on 
account of the direct anatomical and physiological relationship 
of the spinal nerves to the vascular, chemical and organic 
control of the vital mechanism. Adjusting and maintaining 
the adjustment (mechanically) of all anatomical tissues of the 
human structure in their distinct normal relationship of part 
to . and the part to the whole, is the characteristic field 
of Osteopathic endeavor. | 


From this point of view It is evident that the normal 
functioning of the body depends on the principle that the 
correct adjustment of the mechanics and the vital processes to 
each other and to the body as a whole is necessary in order 
— the functions of self-repair may continue along normal 
ines, 


Osteopathy recognizes that form may disturb function 
and it also recognizes that function may disturb form. Form, 
or structure, and function are inseparable. 

Osteopathy recognizes the following causes which may 
affect either form or function: Trauma, deformities, incorrect 
postures (which result in marked or slight disturbances in the 


relation of the anatomic parts of the body), environment, 


nutrition, habit, thought, sanitation, occupation, economic 
circumstances, infection, immunity, heredity, and such other 
factors as may influence or disturb our physical well-being. 


Osteopathic treatment, being based on these facts and 
principles, is directed to the adjusting of the anatomy and 
physiology of the body to their normal relations and with due 
regard to sanitation, hygiene and environment. 


The distinctive contribution of Osteopathy to medical 
science consists in the discovery of the far-reaching and mani- 
fold effects of slight disturbances of anatomic relations on 
body health. In treatment this discovery is utilized for the 
adjustment of the various parts of the bode to each other. 
These disturbed relations may occur in any of the structures 
of the body, so that we may have lesions of bones, muscles, 
ligaments, nerves, organs, or even of cells. The effort of the 
Osteopathic physician is to locate the cause of the disturbance 
and to adjust this-cause to the normal. 


In the development of the application of these facts, 
Osteopathy has drawn on all the scientific knowledge of the 
past and of the present, and it freely acknowledges its obliga- 
tion to the rich inheritance. It has been found necessary es 
Osteopathic physicians to study all the various fundamental 
sciences which go to make up a medical education, for each 
one has its field, interpretation and application in Osteopathic 
Science, 

" Osteopathy teaches that there Is nothing higher than Truth. It 
teaches that there can be no conflict between Osteopathy and the 
proven facts of science. And it stands ready to modify any details 
of its position whenever it can be shown that they are in conflict 
with the proven facts of science. : 


In order to establish its standing ** school of medicine, dis- 
tinct and se te from any other pan By e Osteopathic profession 
has established a minimum course of study for those who wish to 
qualify as Osteopathic physicians. This course requires that the 
candidate shall have at least a standard high school education on an 
accredited basis, and that he or she shall attend a college recognized

of not less than eight months in the year in four separate calendar 
years. It requires that the candidate shall be 1 trained in 
classroom, laboratories, clinics, and at the bedside, in all the funda- 
mental medical sciences, including anatomy, physiology, chemistry, 
histology, pathology, bacteriology, diagnosis, physics, biology, em- 
bryology, obstetrics, gynecology, dietetics, major and minor surgery, 
emergency treatment, hygienics and public health, medical juris- 


prudence, hydrotherapy, psychotherapy, pediatrics, toxicology, anti- 


septics and asepsis, anaesthetics, the treatment of eye, ear, nose and 
throat diseases, skin and venereal diseases, and such other specialties 
as are taught in scientific colleges of medicine. In addition to all 
this, the candidate must be thoroughly trained in the Theory, Prin- 
ciples and Technique of Osteopathic Therapeutics. 


All these subjects are —— correlated, and taught in 
their relation to the fundamental principles of Osteopathy, thereby 
making the entire course of study a unit directed toward the develop- 
ment and training of competent Osteopathic physicians and surgeons. 


In view of these facts, whose truth can be verified, we hold that 
we have an incontrovertible and constitutional claim to the rights

H. P. Christy, Former Chalrman 
_ of Board, Makes Charges 
in Pamphlet. 


H. A. Christy, three times chairman of 
the board of directors of the American 
Shipbuilding company, who resigned last 
November, promising the stockholders an 
explanation later on, made good his word 
yesterday with the issuance of a seventy- 
five page pamphlet purporting to discicse 
the inside history of the interlocking 
directorates during the last ten year. 

Mr. Christy, whose resignation was 
closely followed by similar act'on op the 
part of Directors F. A. Brown, Alfred L. 
Baker, and A. A. Sprague II., calla upon 
the stockholders to organize for the olec- 
tion of a new directorate in Chicago. 


String of Shipyards. 

The American Shipbuilding company 
operates a string of shipyards on the 
great lakes and has $30,000,000 of stock 
outstanding, divided equally in common 
and preferred lots. Trading has been con- 
siderably enlivened since the row was 
started, the preferred standing steady at 
about 91 in spite of the resumption of 
dividends by the management, seemingly 
to bolster it up, and the common fluctuat-

stock was placed at $185 a share. In 1915
